RICE CROP GROWS 


ON SAND PLAINS 


Long Neglected Pine Barrens Prove 


Surprise When,Given Chunco. 


Iron Mountain, Mich., Oct. 1.—The 


sand plains in this vicinity, for many 
years considered practically worthless 
for agricultural 'purposes, have been 
made wonderfully productive this year. 
One man, Hugh McLaughlin, has har- 
vested 1201 bushels of oats grown on 
a sandy tract at the western limits of 
the city. The yield was better than 
45 bushels an acre, far In advance of 
the average State yield. 


At Crystal Luke, In similar light soil, 


H. M. Pelham this season reaped' a. 
harvest of 900 bushels of the game kind 
of grain from 20 acres, also an average 
of 45 bushels to the acre. In addition 
to this crop, about 60 tona of hay were 
cut by Mr. -Pelbam at Crystal lake, and 
there is a fine field of potatoes. 
It is being demonstrated each year 


that all crops of grass, grain, and fruit 
native to tjiis zone can be grown with 
profit in the upper peninsula—a re- 
gion larger than the States of Mas- 
sachusetts, Connecticut, Rhode Inland 
and Delaware- combined—while root 
crops thrive to an unusual degree. 


It is believed to be'only a question 


of time when the pine barrens and 
sand plains will be well populated With 
prosperous farmers.
